MOSCOW, Dec. S (NYT) — The 
Soviet Union made dear in an au- 
thoritative commentary published 
today that it supports Iron in the 
crisis over the hosLages at the U.S.

At the United Nations, a spokes- 
man said that Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim had telephoned 
Foreign Minister Sadegh Gnotbza- 
defa “to find out where we should 
go from here" after adaption of the 
Security Council resolution.

He said that a solution could yet 
be found to the crisis if Mr. Wal- 
dheim convened an international 
commission to look into the crimes 
of the deposed shah, Mohammed

But it 'asserted that “this act can- 
not be taken out of the overall con- 
text of U.S.-lmnian relations," add- 
ing: “Does the stand of those in 
Washington who reject the demand 
of the Iranian people for the extrad- 
ition of the shah and the return to 
Iran of his plundered wealth have 
much in common with the interna- 
tional law?"

The Iranian questions are becoming tan- 
gled again* Edward Kennedy thinks Ameri- 
cans owe nothing to a venal shah and would 
do well to keep denouncing him. Hemy Kiss- 
inger thinks the country is being pushed 
around by radicals because it. failed to save 
the shah or give him asylum. Jimmy Carter 
thinks it useful to show he is eager to dump 
the shah, and then wonders why other coun- 
tries won't have him. 

These are all interesting issues bearing on 
the U.S. position in Iran and the world. But 
when Iran holds SO Americans, they are sec- 
ondary. President Carter has chosen a sound 
and popular course: to pay no ransom for the 
hostages and to do nothing precipitate that 
might bring them harm. Hard as it may be in 
a campaign, that course ought to be held. 

So long as the hostages sit bound in 
Tehran, they should be the focus of U.S. con- 
cern. No matter what the grievance, or pre-- 
text, a nation that kidnaps diplomats 
threatens the very process of diplomacy that 
guards the peace. Having decided, for rea- 
sons of state, law and decency, not to surren- 
der the shah, Americans should not now be 
searching for other ransom. 

Whether it was wise to support Shah 
Mohammed Reza Pahlavi for 25 years, or to 
abandon him 1 1 months ago, or to admit him 
for medical treatment in recent weeks are., 
^questions that can be deferred to. another 
time. In the context of the moment, to an- 
swer them with conspicuous displays of U.S. 
remorse or recrimination is merely to pay 
propaganda ransom to the kidnappers, 


impeding the effort to rescue the hostages 
and distracting from the crime against them. 

To those who nonetheless insist on wallow- 
ing in guilt, or on second-guessing five ad- 
ministrations, we extend just one other plea: 
Don't throw history, as well as caution, to 
the winds. 

The United States nourished the shah dur- 
.. mg the cold war competition for client stales 
all around the Soviet Union. It might have 
aligned itself instead with Iranian socialists 
like Mossadegh and Bazargan. But socialists 
were not then trusted as democrats, nor as 
people who sympathized with Western stra- 
tegic and commercial interests. By 1973, in 
any case, the shah had turned from client to 
patron. He raised the price of oil faster than 
anyone, but sold it without strings, and made 
compensating purchases of arms and tech- 
. nology. The repression and corruption of his 
regime became embarrassing to many Ameri- 
cans, but their influence in Iran had largely 
vanished. At his command, they ceased even 
to meet with his political foes. . , 

Still, when he was shown a year ago to 
have alienated virtually all Iranians, the 
United States counseled the shah against a 
last-ditch civil war. Later, to appease his suc- 
cessors, it refused him asylum and sold them 
military equipment and emergency gasoline. 
Whatever the U.S. mistakes in recent dec- 
ades, they do not include obstruction of the 
rising against the shah. Iran is free to choose 
cordial relations or no relations. The United 
States gave it no provocation to acts of war.

. . . Too Much Guardian 


The powers given by the new Iranian con- 
stitution to the nation's leader are nothing 
short of astonishing.' Assuming that Ayatol- 
lah Khomeini is declared Faghi (trustee or 
guardian) of the Islamic Republic, he will be 
empowered to declare war, dismiss an elected 
president, appoint jurists who may veto the 
laws of an elected par liam ent, and more. The 
constitution is evidently a far less democratic 
document than many Iranians had in mind 
Indeed, it became more theocratic and au- 
thoritarian as it was being written, and it 
could bend again under unforeseeable politi- 
cal winds. But what must fascinate readers of 
constitutions is the historical resonance of 
this Faghi — that, and the faith needed to 
believe that such an institution could possi- 
bly function from generation to generation. 

Conceptually, the new Faghi is as much a 
Greek philosopher-king as a figure out of 
Islam. In the centuries after Mohammed, 
some Moslem thinkers, especially Shiites, 
were deeply influenced by the neo-Platonists, 
who believed that some few people knew a 
great deal more than others and should, 
therefore, rule with sweeping powers. 

But there are other precursors as welL 
Most obvious is ancient Persia’s shah-an- 
shah, who held the empire together with a 
claim to absolute power since nothing else 
seemed to work. The shah often justified that 


power through Zoroastrian or Manichaean 
religious doctrines that identified him with 
Good in an eternal struggle against EviL Fi- 
nally, there are certain Tslamir. ins pirations . 
The most important comes from Shiite theo- 
ry. Iran’s new guardian will rule in the stead 
of the 12th and last Imam — a person bearing 
the Light of the Prophet — who is said to 
have disappeared as a boy in 873 AD. from 
the fateful city .of Samarra. .He is the so- , 
called “hidden” Imam who will return as the 
Mahdi, the -messianic “guided one.** Until 
then, says the constitution, men like the 
Imam Khomeini (or his “deputies”) are to 
hold tremendous power. 

Fantastic as such a leader may seem, his 
emergence owes something to the 'hope of 
many Moslems that Islam might produce a : 
new type of government, something better 
than democracy or socialism. But Iran’s mul- 
lah-laden Council of Experts channeled that 
hope toward authoritarianism when, it wrote 
the new constitution. 

When one thinks how dangerous absolute 
rulers have been in the past, and how unfit 
for their responsibilities, one can only sym- 
pathize with Iranians who fear the new char- 
ter. And one can only expect the opposition 
to such a figure to increase.

Ending the Taiwan Treaty 


For those who have been seeking an au- 
thoritative statement of the president* s power 
to terminate treaties with other nations, the 
decision of the Court of Appeals here last 
Friday didn’t help much. The court did reject 
the contention that President Carter exceed- 
ed his authority by unilaterally terminating 
the mutual defense treaty with Taiwan. But it 
did so in a way that leaves most of the ques- 
tions about presidential power ur answered. 

Four of the seven judges relied heavily on 
the peculiar circumstances surrounding this 
particular treaty. The four held that it will 
terminate on Jan. 1, solely because the presi- 
dent gave Taiwan the required year’s notice 
last December. One judge said the presi- 
dent’s action would not legally terminate the 
treaty unless both ' houses of Congress con- 
curred in it. Two other judges refused to con- 
sider the question at all; they thought the 
members of Congress who took the question 
to court had po standing to be heard. 

Perhaps it is just as well that the judges 
were so divided and that the decision was 
limited to this treaty. The Constitution is si- 


lent on how treaties are to be terminated, and 
there is no single termination procedure that 
is without flaw. Giving the president abso- 
lute power to terminate all of them has obvi- 
ous dangers. But giving one-third-plus-one of 
the Senate power to veto a presidential deci- 
sion could lock the nation into an antiquated 
foreign policy no longer acceptable to either 
a president or a majority of the country. And 
giving the House a formal and required vote 
in the termination process would increase its 
role in foreign affairs beyond that assigned 
to it by the Constitution. 

Each of those options for termination has 
been used in the past and, by dealing with 
the Taiwan question in its narrowest form, 
the Court of Appeals has left each of them 
open for the future. If those who are de- 
manding a judicial resolution of the matter 
win a hearing from the Supreme Court, it 
seems likely that the result will not change 
much. Flexibility, rather than a dear proce- 
dure, has its advantages injudicial as well as 
foreign policy decision-malting.

But even so, personal messages

Carter’s appeal for help from the 
political leaders of the secular world 
hasn’t really worked. Mexico is a 
case in point President Lopez Por- 
tillo of Mexico originally gave the 
shah of Iran a big bear hug and told 
him “Mexico is your home.” 


Without any help or prodding 
from the Wlnfe House, the religious 
leaders of the world have a chance, 
even an obligation, or so it seems 
here, to tty to resolve this dilemma. 
They are dearly affronted by the 
imprisonment of innocent people,/ 
and the threat to orderly diplomatic . 
procedure in the worid, mit even 
more so, by the violation of all the 
principles of all religions in all parts 
of the wodti- 

Accordingly, it would probably 
do no harm if all the leaden of die 
various faiths gave witness, each in 
his own-way in his own words, to 
their hopes and prayers for a peace- 
ful settlement of this tragedy. 

The ayatoDah is not responding 
to the politics of power, but -he 
might still respond to the claims of 
faith. Carter has been denouncing

South Africa was barred today from 
participation in the current general 
conference of the UN International 
Atomic Energy Agency as 49 no- 
aaligned. Eastern bloc and develop- 
ing countries outvoted 24 Western 
mri industrialized nations includ- 
ing’ the United Stales >■ 

The decision concluded the open- 
ing credentials timina that has be- 
come almost obligatory at UN and 
international conferences. However, 
the vote marirmt the fitxt time that 
South Africa or any other stare had 
been barred from the annual meet- 
ing of the 22-year-old organization. 

Two years ago South Africa — the 
only sub-Saharan country with ad- 
vanced nudear famTities — was 
unseated from the board of gover- 
nors of rite agency. 

The resolution to bar South Afri- 
ca was introduced by Nigeria, a 
country that for some years has led 
diplomatic and economic reprisals 
against the government in Pretoria 
for its racial policies, in this forum 
the Nigerians rfutmwt that South 
Africa should be barred because 
Pretoria: has denied pofitical rights 
to tile non-white majority and 
therefore did not tnily represent the 
people of the country. The resolu- 
tion stopped short of asking for ex- 
pulsion or suspension and limited 
the ban to participation in the cur- 
rent meeting.

_ In contrast with Mr. Suarez's par- 
ty in Sp»in l which inherited many 
of the powers and institutions of the 
Francoist dictatorship and con- 
sciously avoided a Pormguese-style 
rupture with the past, the Por- 
tuguese right is not burdened or in- 
hibited by a sense of gujli toward 
the left, evident tunoug Spanish cen- 
trists. 

Nor is Portugal today condi- 
tioned, as Spain is, by a collective 
memory at civil war that en- 
courages dialogue and compromise. 
On the contrary, the Portuguese 
right has felt itself to be on the de- ! 
fensive for five long years; many 
wealthy Portuguese fled the country 
after the April 25, 1974, coop, and 
watched their businesses and estates 
grabbed by workers and Commu- 
nist-inspired mobs.

But, as a Western diplomat here 
pvt it, “there is a lot of revanchist, 
counter-revolutionary right in the 
country” that has gathered under 
the Democratic Affiance banner — 
people who have personal scores to 
settle with the leftism of “April 25,” 
a day of the year that is glorified by 
the left and vilified by some on the 
far-right. 

Conscious perhaps of the turbu- 
lent forces simmering in Portuguese 
society, Mr. Sa Coraeiro toned 
down his speeches markedly toward 
the end or the electoral campaign 
and has assumed a statesmanlike 
posture since Sunday. 

An elected majority is a new phe- 
nomenon in Portugal’s infant de- 
mocracy — a rarity in fact, in l-atin 
democracies — and it could furnish 
badly needed political stability after 
several years of improvisation.

THE EIFFEL TOILER AND OTHER 

By Roland Barthes. Translated by Richard 

Hill & Wang. 152 pp. $9.95. . ™

■^THEN we visit Franco, it takes 


* * a while to get our French 
going. Ordinary phrases come easily 
enough, but it may be weeks before 

we become accustomed to the style 

of the hmgnMp and to its peculiar 
genius. Tms is dm way it is. too, 
with Roland Barthes. Hb books oc- 
cur in the intimate recesses of the 
French langnagp and the French 
style. 

Whatever they are ostensibly 
about — love in "A Lover’s Dis- 
course.*' mythologies in “The Eiffel 
Tower" — Barthes’ books arc about 
being French, spe akin g French. 
flunking and living French. He is 
not easy to read, for to him almost 
everything is something other than 
it seems to be, and his books affect 
US hlrw a thrilling t emp orary insani- 
ty until, if we are lucky, we get our 
bearings. 

An Acrobat of Distinctions 

Barthes is the French Erving 
Goffinan, but while GofjEman is 
solcnrnizfld by bis perceptual appa- 
ratus, Barthes is meny, almost man- 
kafly so. He gets high by sn iffin g 
langnag p, he thinks in XUSueS. He is 
an acrobat of distinctions, to such a 
degree that -sometimes we can only 
perceive the performance, not the 
principle behind it. 

In an essay an the Eiffel Tower, 
Barthes seizes on what is perhaps 
‘the central cliche of Paris, a struc- 
ture that used to be reproduced in 
lead in cheap gift shops in Times 
Square, and reincarnates it in its 
oomnalrde. 

He sees the tower as a high point' 
rtf reference in what used to be an 
essentially low city. 'When he looks 
at it from his window, he knows 
that his friends can see it too, and it 
is tike a satdfite bouncing contact 
from one to the other. It is a needle 
on the gauge of the city. 

Yet these attributes are only acci- 
dental, or incidental. The tower was 
conceived fay Gustave Eiffel as “an 
infinite cipher;’’ as a gesture toward 
“the bfiss of altitude,* a concession 
to “the neat ascensional dream" 
that produced the Tower of BabeL 
Though Par isia ns have discovered 
uses for the tower, Barthes says that 
“use never does anything but shel- 
ter meaning.” 

Looking down at Pans from the 
Eiffel Tower, he says, “constitutes 
the sw armi n g of men into a land' - 
scape, it adds to the frequently grim 
urban myth a romantic dimmaon, 
a harmony, a mitigation." One sees 
things “in (Wr structure," “deci- 
phers" them. ‘To perceive from 
ibOVe is infallibly to inma ine a 
history ... it is duration itself 
which becomes panonumcL" 

In another essay in “The Eiffel 
Tower," Barifaes bee-associates to 
the flood that inundated Paris in 
1955. The way be sees that event is 
an unusually concise ex amp le of Ms 
style of looking; "The appropria- 
tion of space is s us pended, percep- 
tion is flabbergasted, hut the total 
sensation remains calm, motionless 
and pliant; our gaze is swqrt into 
sn endless dilution.” 

Writing of a couple of young pro- 
fessors, both painters, who took 
their months-old child into Africa 
in order to try to capture on canvas 
“a debauch of sun and li gh t ," 
Barthes expatiates on “an ethic of 
vanity, an exoticism of endurance, a 
minor mystique of risk," in the con- 
text of Africa's “vaguely threaten- 
ing baroque.” 

He offers an essay on the posture 
of “cool," an the faith in “depth," 
even ml. detergents, as the poor 
man’s profundity. In describing a 
certain kind of pwntfag — Dela- 
croix and Ingres come to mind — 
he mwginr s Napoleon on a rearing . 
horse and says, “Pamtera have left

Coe’s international status may 
canse him to seek private hous- 
ing with British diplomats in . 
Moscow, even at the expense of 
security.

NEW YORK, Dec 5 (NYT) — Greater love hath no 
organization thaw the Amateur Athletic Union, winch 
wifi sacrifice its virtue for a highjumper. 

The jumper is Dwight Stones, former holder of the 
world record, whom me AAU cast into outer darkness 
a year or so ago for soiling his hands with money won 
on a television show. Branded a professional and 
forced to- stand in the pillory with a scarlet P embroi- 
dered on his shirtfront. Stones no longer was eligible 
for under-the-table payments from promoters of track 
meets. 

This amounted to cruel and unusual punishment, vi- 
olating the Eighth Amendment to the Constitution, so 
last week the AAU recanted. “Give that dirty TV loot 
to us,” the wmTirlianit of amate ur parity told Stones. 
“Well be stanched but you’ll be scorned clean and you 
can jump for a living instead of pumping gas or what- 
ever you've been doing.” 

Stones had pulled down S33.663 on the TV show 
called Superstars, and he wasn’t eager to rive all that 
bread away. Still, we’re about to enter an Olympic year, 
when track and field interests and the expense accounts 
of star attractions traditionally skyrocket. 

Let’s Go Thirds 

He said well, all right, he would buy back his ama^ 
teur standing, but he didn't want to debauch the AAU 
with the whole bundle. He would give one-third of the 
swag to the national body, one-third to the Southern 
Pacific Association and one-third to the newly framed 
Athletics Congress. 

That way all three groups would be sullied a little bit 
but $11,221 wouldn’t pollute any. of them the way 
$33,663 would.' As fra Stones, he can look upon the 
payments as an investment. 

In the dream worid of amateur athletics, lucre is 
filthy if received openly. It is unselfish of the AAU to 
begnme its own fingers in order that Stones’s may be 
cleansed. Unselfish and understanding, for along with 
the reinstatement goes a tacit promise that when and if 
the young man talks business with promoters, the AAU 
will not be listening. 

As a matter of practical fact. Stones doesn’t have to 
talk to promoters. There is at least one prominent foot 
racer in the United States who never does. IBs wife 
handles that end of the business for him.' Wage scales 
have risen so dramatically that a top box-office attrac- 
tion, lacking a spouse with business sense, could afford 
to hire an agent. 

“We’re afl professionals, rules don't mean anything,” 


Frank Shorter, the 'marathon runner, told the Presi- 
dent’s C ommissi on on Olympic Sports. 

“There are no longer true amateurs in track.” sa>s 
Adriaan Paulen, president of the International Ama- 
teur Athletic Federation. 

It is encouraging when somebody in Paulen’s posi- 
tion talks that way, because it suggests that perhaps 
some in authority are beginning to face facts. That has 
not been so in the past, though professionalism proba- 
bly was as widespread in Jim Thorpe's time as it is 
today, the waxworks always looked die other wav until 
an infraction was forced to attention. 

Taking money didn't cost Slones his amateur stand- 
ing. His sin was taking visible money, taking it openly. 
He didn't even jump tor it, because participants in that 
TV show aren’t allowed to compete in their specialty. 
The format is designed to prove that someone who ex- 
cels in one area can be a dud in another for instance. 
Joe Frazier, the boxer, nearly drowned in a swimming 
race rat the show. 

dear Visibility 

Stones didn't win the money as a highjumper. Today 
amateurs are permitted to endorse sports apparel and 
serve as “consultants” to manufacturers of equipment, 
capitalizing on their athletic reputation more directly 
than Stones did. Trouble was, whenever Stones won a 
dollar he did it on a coast-to-coast hookup. 

It would appear that track and field authorities arc 
creeping along the route tennis followed a decade ago 
when the amateur myth was discarded in favor of open 
competition. In a recent rule “clarification ” the IAAF 
announced that in certain cases amateurs may now as- 
sociate with professionals, whereas in the past H was 
believed that an amateur couldn't say hello to a pro 
without catching a loathsome disease. 

Under the new ruling, athletes like John Smith, the 
quarter-miler. and Brian Oldfield, the shot-putter, who 
turned pro to tour with the defunct International Track 
Association, will be eligible for domestic meets but not 
international competition^. That is, they can compete 
against Americans but not if there is a Polish pole 
van! ter in the meet. Seems like dipping, a toe into the 
njal world. 

" It has been a long time coining After the 1972 Olym- 
pics in Munich, the International Olympic Committee 
appointed a subcommittee to recommend changes in 
the amateur rules. The subcommittee didn’t exactly go 
off the deep end. Bob Giegengack of Yale, who was' one 
of the group, summed up its proposals in one sentence: 
“Let’s all be a little bit pregnant."

W ASHINGTON (WP) —
